CORN CULTURE.

WHAT THEFARMGBRS OF GBORGIA 
SHOULD HSBD. 


How to Heise the Greatest Amount of Grain on 
the @malicst Area of Land-—The Advantages 
of the New Gyatem-Osser Generel 
Notes of the Plantation. 


Eprrors Coxstirvetion: Assuming your in- 
ferest in everything of agricultural concern 
aud therefore in a systern of corm culture in 
comperison with which every other seems to 
me, es its euthor, an aborion, permit me to 
sey, in the effort to explain it, that it is, after 
all, but the equivalent in itsdemands upon 
the land, of the wider row methods which in 
Georgia succeeded eo well under the stimulus of 
premiume offered for the biggest returns from 
given acres. 

The likeness appears, though, in the differ- 
ence of arrangement of the corn onthe land, is 
its peculiar merit, when itis stated as being 
simply the planting of two rows two feet or 
thereabouts, part on other words, just working 
distance apart, as more favoring the flat cu'ti- 
vation necessary between them, then skipping 
ten feet, two other like rows, and s#00n 
throvughcut, as giving alike number of rows 
to the scre with its equivalent, the six foot 
method, sud with no other change necessary 
than to make the wider space twelve feet to 
make the planting the equivalent, in that rc- 
epect to the seycn foot method.

with the little outstretching rootlets thereafter,

Itis scarcely necessary to observe that the 
best results from a method which requires a 
well puiverized soil throughout, must depend 
very much upon the proper prime preparation 
of the jand, in the cuitivation, after the second 
ploughing of the crop, which last should be 
represented when thinned to the needed stand, 
by one hundred stalks for each bushelof 
shelled corn that the land is expected to pro- 
duce upon the very safe assumption that 
should it prove more productive than sup-< 
posed, more and larger ears tothe stalk will 
be produced; for the ears usually grown under 
the plen will, a8 arule, sheil more thana 
bushel from the vne hundred ears; this quanti- 
ty bavivg been realized trom two-th:rds that 
Lumber. 

The advanteges of the system are obvious, 
and may in part ve stated as follows: 

1. The field is no longer dedicated to “the 
sole and and only use” of the crop, but is at 
once opered by the device to the wider field 
implements of even current meadow use, and 
£0, tothe contemporaneous cultivation, and 
harvesting upon best conditions, of adjunctive 
crope, such #6 German millet, peas, etc. And, 
as of peculier value in given jatitudes to the 
see rogohep in meadowed conditions, particus 
arly, and under the genial influence of better 
ventilation and more complete sun exposure 
ofthe succeeding crab. grass, to be properly 
kept down by the harrow, and with all advan- 
tage to itee}t, it may be imagined, until the 
weeds which are usually found in this crop 
bave ceased to grow; and to be cut and garner- 
ed, with all the facility of timothy in full 
meedow, with horse-power mowers, tedders, 
rekcs aud hey wagon, without hurt or neces- 
tary interfererce with the yet standing corn! 
While, and be it especially noted, the entire 
fie)d will, as the result of a proper cultivation 
with the irdispensabie and correspondingly 
effective harrow, bave been reduced to condi- 
tions better than ever before, perhaps, aad 
certainly more seasonably, for the reception of 
the succeeding fall or winter crops; with all 
the opportunities assured, meantime, of the 
use at will, of the berse-power manure dis- 
tributor, throughout, and which, as applied to 
the corn crop, will be regarded a feature of 
peculiar value in the opportunity consequent 
of manuring ib at different periods ot its 
growth, rather than as now common. 

1 need not edd that with the superior venti- 
Jation and sun exposure incident to the 
nrrangement, immunity from ‘fire’ is abso- 
lutely guaranteed. Nor that thecrop is culti-. 
vated with infinitely more comfort to man and 
beest er eo ged in the work; nor that the usual- 
ly unconsidered item of “furrow-waste,” as 

© greatest of the advantages of the system, 
is reducedtoa minimum! And thus, that the 
crop has the benefit, substantially ofthe entire 
growing strength of the land, if we are to 
assume, 28 insisted, that its roots will, under 
proper cultivation, travel in search of the re- 
quisite food, the six or seven feet necessary to 
tue comp'ete cccupation of the land; since that 
this distance would be all needed to have 
them meet in the center furrow of the wider 
beds between, and, thatthe corn root in ex- 
gency hes been traced more than thirty feos 
irom the parent stalk, 

O» the other hand it is to be considered as a 
fact familiar to the commonest observer, that 
in the rumberless, and necessary deeper fur- 
row plans, more common to the south, it is 
plain that, largely more than one half the 
growing power of the land is lost to the crop, 
with the cauee worse,even in the cross plouga- 
ing common to both sections; a truth, dis 
creditable, as itis the indefenseable practice, 


to the commonest intelligence, which 1s all the: 


more palable when it is remembered that the 
corn root is inclined to strike out laterally 
rather than downward, and that wa, accord- 
ingly, find the plant, especially in the earlier 
part of the season, perched upon an over taxed 
little hillock with its base measureable, as a 
rule, by inches rather than feet, ay in the 
necessary ilatier mode of cultivation advo- 
cated ; and thusthe plen not only without the 
advantage of this wider feedingarea, but ex- 
pored to iniluerces pernicious as unnecessary, 
anc, we might bave added, as senseless! 

Nor is it necessary to remark that if the 
cultivation of the narrow twelve-ioot space is, 
as it certainly should be “flat,” that the plant 
will grow steadily along from the time it is 
greeted by the welcoming surface, without the 
ordipary obstruction from excessive water in 
the wet tcason; in that, the drain is to the 
further eway center furrows on either sida,and 
thus complete. Nor, that the wider beds, 
prectically twelve to fourteen feet, asthe case 
mey be,aud asthe distance from center to 
center of the wider apart turrows, assure the 
greater absorption and, no less, the indefinite 
retention as egainst prolonged drought of the 
feaeon’s water fall: and with it, the oppor. 
tunity es required, of passing over these beds 
et the rate of twenty acres per diem to the 
team, with the morecifective but shallow set 
harrow, to relieve the soil of its usual crust 
under euch facts, with every advantage to the 
crop assured by the consequent moisture con- 
ditions of the eager little rootlets dutituily en- 
goged in bearing plant food to the expectant 
s'alk, always grateful, we may imagine, for 
the filiar attention so eseential to its continu- 
ous growth, and may be, to its very life, 

Other reasons occur to the readers in support 
of the system and I will not therefore turther 
weary him, but will edd merely that, with the 
resulting guaranty against the hurtful effects 
of excessive water on the one band, and of pro-

belf the usval cost; and too, with all the op- 
portunities suggested of adjunctive crops, to 
be, with comparatively little additional cost, 
concurrently sown end grown; his field in far 
better gerera! condition and his fall or winter 
crops teasonably down on surfaces better pre- 
pered for their reception and growth than 
ever betore, while the farming stock usually 
much Jater employed in “the putting in,” is 
comfortebly housed, and the owner at liverty 
to pase the chilly hours of the fall—otherwise 
tobe spent in the yet unprepared fields— 
meie acceptebly and perhaps more profitably, 
in more comfortable quarterz; and while 
agsin, there earlier put down, hence batter 
circumstanced, later crops will luxuriate, if 
we may be permitted the.figure, in their car- 
lier and deeper rooted sdvantages and the 
conrequent happy consciousness of their cor- 
respondingly iucreased protection against the 
colder conditions later on!

rule in this last respect to be properly fol- 
lowed being denoted by the observation that 
ifthe two and ten toot plan is adopted, and 
thus the equivalent, as tothe number of rows 
planted, «{ the six foot mode, and the land jis 
esyable ot producing seventy-five bushels of 
shelled corn to the acre, and the thirty-five 
retuliing rows, planted one foot apart in the 
dril],® will give, theoreteialiy, 7,500 gtalks, in 
1ound numbers, to the acre; and thus a num- 
ber which with one good or merchantable ear 
t £ each, Sorgits equivalent in qmailer ears, 
perbaps from certain species of corn, will 
yield seventy five bushels; whileif the land 
should prove stronger or the season unusually 
propiticus, it might and probably would 
yield even a hundred or more; and thus tre 
evil of excessive etalk production be substi- 
tuted by the advantages of a larger proportions 
ate yie!d of the more acceptable corn.

product yeer by year. 

hue, avd while surveying a field from 
which had been gathered the past season sixty 
bushels ofsbelled corn to the acre, the state 
ment wasmade that the salks were in rows 
three feet epartand one foot between in the 
drill with an sverage production of at least 
twoears to each; the figures that followed 
showing, of course that the land had been 
tasked with the production, singularly enough, 
of 30,000 ears, in round numbers, oa half taat 
rumberct stalke, as impliedly essextial to 
the preduction which should have resuital at 
two gocd ears to the stalk, from 3,000 stalka, 
tomakethe sixty bushels of corn at length 
reelized ; end to have been in tact made under 
proper dispositions, from 6,000 stalks produc, 
irg each one good merchantable ear. 

Theinference was, of course, a productioa 
of an unwarranted number of stalke, an egre- 
grictus quantity of cobs, and an inordinate 
thare of other rubbish, to the corresponding 
sacrifice of the corn, supposably the prime 
object of the planting. 

In other words, the result was mainly the 
production of the vine rather than fruit, when 
the reverse of this might, under the more 
reasonable method here advocated, have basen 
even more readily secured; and the conclu- 
sion of course, of unnecessary suggestion. 

More cotvincipg perhaps than any theory 
ofthe case presented, however, though the 
syctem isnrow no longer within the field of 
mere epeculation—is the fact within the com 
mon krowledge of the neighboahood, that 
your correspondent produced on a notoriously 
poor piece of about fourteen or fifteen acres, 
ravcdy,topriver land, in a@ season without a 
#2gle orop of rain for more than twelve con- 
8 cutive weeks, acrop ofcoern which continued 
green and seeming!y unaffected by the preva 
lext dronght throughout, and in thrica the 
veus! quantity, in rows such as are before 
described, with the wider spaces twelve feet; 
while the corn planted in the adjoiving river 
botiom Jards, in four foot rows and three feet 
in the drill, and seduously cultivated through- 
out, yielded Jess than one fifth the usual 
crop, was, in fect, a failure, represented as it 
was, by shrunken nubbins only; while in the 
rival crop hamed, the ears were strikingly 
lerge snd luxuriant; so much go, indeed, as to 
have clicited from a noted neighboring cora 
plenter an applicetion for a load to be used as 
seed corn, upon the assumption that it was a 
neward different variety, while is was in 
fact, from the same crib with that planted in 
the adjoining bottom lands. And it may ba 
ecced thatthe writer has since been inclined 
to believe thal with more stalks to the acre, 
materielly more corn might have been real. 
ized; the stalks bearing, as a rule, two of tho 
tormideble ears described, and the statement 
cérrying with it, if accepted as presenting the 
fee's, its own inevitable conclusions. 

More could be very well said, and yet 
p'ro: ger§ fects even given. in support of the 
eystem, and something, too, let ition ail can- 
dor be added on the other side of the ques- 
tion. But no single circumstance or fart is to 
betcld which properly understood, reflects 
in the slightest porsible degree, even upon 
the system as a system; the drawbacks, un 
important at most, being plainly and unde 
nisbly chargadle not to principles, but to a 
di fective practice. 

On the other hand, the writer unhositat- 
ingly affirme—and it would be difficult to 
iaee'neamolive forany migstatement, that 
his evi ry experience has but served to demoa- 
Birateand yplece beyond criticism, even its 
just claims to, in fect establish as unassailable 
ite gresttruths. Whole’it certainly cannot be 
too muchtosay thet the farmer who may ba 
inclined to give the method “a fair and im 
partial trial.”’ and this, to every citizen is a 
constitut onal guarauty, may not at least, bo 
feriously compromised in experimentiag with 
it on a moderste scale. And believe me sir, 
the method inteliigently tollowed will speak 
for itself, and in time, however opposed, wil! 
need noother advecate than the self assert- 
ing principles which underlie it.

Ee Visits the South Carolina folksand is Oaptured 
by Their Way of Dispisying Cheir Handi- 
work-4n Exhibit Where Chere is No 
Racing cor Gambling, Htc., Bte. 


Why don’t we have county fairs in Georgia? 
They have them all over South Carolina and 
their people enjoy them. It is a time they 
look forward to with pleasant anticipations. 
We used to have them about in spots, but 
they were always on @ strain and finally 
broke down. The South Carolina people 
are more sociable than we are and have 
less of envy and are more easily united on 
any public matter. Iam willing toadmit that 
on some things they rank as and stand upon a 
higher plane. I tell you what isa fact, The 
very best people I know come from South 
Carolina, or their tathers did. They are fore. 
most among our farmers, They love their 
farms and good stock and fine fruit 
and they like fairs and honorable emulation 
and they are proud and generous and are the 
best friends in the world. Wherever you fiad 
a ccunty fair or an agricultural club you will 
fird that the best members are from South 
Carolina. Itis so here in Bartow and it is so 
in Floyd ecunty. Ihave been mixing with 
South Cerolina peenle a good deal of late and 
I do admire tbeir cheerfulness and content- 
ment and sociability. They allseem like one 
great big family and they harmonize on a 
basis of good will without jealousy. The fairs 
at Newberry and Laurens and 
Chester and Darlington and Columbia were 
sll asuceess. There is no strain to kesp them 
up. Indeed, they get betier every year. 
They told me at Chester that seven years ago 
they held their first since ‘he war and there 
wes hardly any exhibit, for the farmer had 
nothing worthy of exhibiting, but it im- 
proved every year and this year was fifty per 
cent better than last. Better in quality and 
quantity and in the number of peopleand the 
interest manifested. There were 3,000 people 
upon the grounds the day I was there, and 
they were all happy, especially the women 
end children. They met old friends there 
and revived old memories and 
they will have enough to talk about fora 
month and will tell what Uncle Jack said and 
hew Cousin Sallie leoked and who is married 
and how many children they have and how 
Tom made a mark on Sarah Jones and.Lulie 
Ann just fairly runa feller from Rockhill 
Crazy. 

Colonel Patterson, the patriarchal senator, 
nade 2@ besutiful speech by way of. intro- 
duction, and then I taced the audiencé and 
delivered myself on the humors of agricult 
ure, and every time I mede a point and 
sorter paused for their approbation a 
good-ratured, jolly couniryman, who stood 
near, would waive his hat and explain, ‘‘Go 
it, my Bill.. Hit ’em again,” or Boys, he is 
kivverin’ the whole ground, ain’t he,” Itis 
mighty good thingto have a lively, hearty 
co-operative on ruch cecasions, and al- 
Ways if I can. The people 
come fcr entertainment asdtwo ara batter 
then one to give it. Colonel Patterson was 
calm end His complacency was 8) 
charmingthat[ alluded to it in talking toa 
friend and learned that it was the blush of a 
paternal pride that was decorating the colonel’s 
hondsome though venerable face. For years 
and years and years, he had been waiting and 
lopging for an heir to his name and 
fortune and at last the heir hadcome. Later 
on I had the little fellow in my arms and like 
an aged patriarch Iblesced him and said I 
hoped he would either be a preacher or a 
president. I hope his good father will live to 
seehim grown and settled butit will bea 
powerful strain im the colonel’s longevity. 
That child will have a good time—a better 
time than most children, forthe 
older the tether the more tendergmd kind and 
tindulgent. I have noticed alsd that ‘where 
there are but one or two children the father 
is more solicitous avout them than where 
there is a big flock.

That if the busy fathers talk but not the 
mothers.

These Carolina fairs aro all orthodox. They 
allow no racing or gambling or side shows and 
gothbe preachers all go. I never eaw so 
many preachers. There are Baptista and 
Methodists, of course, but the Presbyterians 
are in the lead allever that portion of Caro- 
lina. There arotwelve lresbyterian churches 
in Chester county and nineteen in York. I 
heard Woodrow and evolution all about, but 
there are no offensive partisans. Some are 
earnest, some are doubtful, but all are 
courteous, and regret the unhappy break that 
this matter has made in thechurch. I met the 
venerable Mr. Saye, who taught me the rudi- 
ments when I was a lad of ten years, in old 
Gwinnett. He was the assistant of Dr Wilson, 
whom the old Atlanta people all knew and 
loved. ‘Mr. Say talked about the old school 
on top of the hill, and asked mea it I thought 
he whipped me enough, and he looked like he 
wanted to whip me some more. 
Well, he used to whip, the bark off of 
his hickory, and our backs too, and they 
siy that he talks withthe bark offnow. He 
is celled the scalper of the young preachers, 
and I was told that bis study was full of scalps. 
But he is a good man and is old and priyi- 
leged. He says what he pleases and makes 
no spologies. He won’t allow any deacons in 
his church, for he seys he can beat any dea- 
con collecting his salary, and that is all the 
church wants with them. I heard 
that one of our north Georgia preachera had a 
call to Chester not long ago and was offered 
two hundred dollars more than he was getting 
here. So he consented to go and wrote a let- 
ter saying that he thought he saw the hand of 
Lora in the call, About thattime his church 
in Georgia got together and raised his 
Sulery three hundred dollars to induce him to 
stay. Andstay he did, and wrote to the 
church at Cheater that he now sav the hand 
of the Lord much plainer than he did before. 
Ofcourse he did—whbo wouident. Preachers 
are just human at last, andthey can preach 
better and fee] better and be more useful with 
a good selary than astingy one that barely 
keeps coul and body together. I seo that 
some inquiring individual wants to 
know in your paper why it is that preachers 
pay more attention to their rich members than 
to the poor ones. Well. they don’t, and that 
is answer cnough. Most everybody does ex- 
cept preachers. The preachers of this south. 
ern land ere ss aclass the most unselfish and 
the most attentive tothe poor. Socially, they 
mix most with that class whose education 
and culture corresponds with their 
orn, be they poor or rich. Everybody does 
thir. We feel at home with ourkind. But 
the preachers show less of this than any oth. 
er cleats and they sacrifice their human 
a in order to gratifythe poor and 
riendjess and to encourage and comfort them. 
Blessings on the preachers. I wish that the 
world was full of men as gcod asthey. Then 
we would have little need of eouris 
or jails or poorhouses, and our taxes 
would be cents instead of dollars, 
I was astrapger at Chester, and they took 
mein, I rode up from the depot in the om- 
nibus in company with a youthfal pair who 
were going to the hotel to get married. The 
obliging landlord, Colonel Mitchell, was ex- 
pectipg them and we were all shown into the } 
— together, and the lookers-on took me 

the preacher. I heard them wondertag 
who I wss,and so I got out of there prema- 
turely, for fear they would make me ma 
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them anyhow before the preacher came, tor 
they seemed impatient for the sacrifice, or the 
ceremony, or whatever you call it.

Atthe 
fair there was a race or two around the speed 
ring end the preachers seemed to enjoy it as 


much as anybody and spoke of it as a trial of 


speed and bottom. But ofcourse it was not 
recipg—ob, no, notatall. It was no more 
like racing than a little Presbyterian twistifi 

cation is like dancing. It is allin the name 
you know. Butthefunof the (fair was the 
race between a bull and a steerand a jack 
anda jenny. They were ridden by country 
derkies with thras = and made haste 
slowly and wabbled about and around side- 
ways’ and all the boys followed and shouted 
and whipped and threw rocks and the riders 
favesied ond kicked and rode harder and faster 
than their steeds. It was an inglorious sight. 
Three of the cavalry finally took the studs 
and wouldent go and so the bull walked slow- 
ly to the goal and won the prize. A good 
laugh helpeth digestion and 60 we all enjoyed 
our dinner that day. I bade Chester farewell 
with pleasant memories and shall long treas- 
ure the impressions made by her town and 
her people.

UCHEER VALLEY. 


Sights ard Scenes Amid the Fields and 
Forests of that Favored Land, 
M. M. Folsom in Americus, Ga,, Recorder, 
By the yellow sun kissed, 
Thro’ a veil of blue mist, 
£oft lights o’er the wonderful landscape play, 
And the spirit of peace, 
With an unending lease, 
Broods over the hills and far away. 
: So gloriously fair, 
Are these woodiands—how rare, 
In Autumn’s imperial robes, so gay, 
Countless treasures untold, 
Of rich purple and gold, 
Spread over the hills and far away. ‘ 

Uchee valley, with its low ridges and fertile 
bottoms, ‘glowing and gleaming in 
the softened rays of the October 
sun. Whata high old time the pioneers set 
tlerg must have enjoyed. Forests of beech, 
oak, hickory, chestnut and ptne clothed the 
ridges, and every little valley had its ore 
brock of pure water, and its banks were line 
with brakes of juicy cane—as a range equal to 
the mcst highly cultivated grasses that 
ever grew. And when the hardy backwoods- 
man made bis little clearing and planted his 
crop, there was little left for him to do. Boua- 
tiful harvests of corn, wheat, potatoes, peas 
and other crops grew almost spontaneously, 
ard it was frequently the case that he was 
compelled to erect rail pens inthe field to hold 
the superabundance of corn that his cribs 
would not contain. He hardly knew what a 
lock and key meant, for what was the need of 
them? Where there wassuch an abundance 
it was easier to have pleaty 
of your own than to go to 
the trcuble of pilteridg trom your neighbor. 
True, he might have to shoot a bear or trap a 
wolf occasionally, for they were very partial 
to pork and veal), but that was such rare 
sport that the pioneer was glad of an excuse 
to have a day’s “‘drive’’ in these woods where 
the deer, turkeys, beaver and other game 
was so plentiful that it required no special 
skill to be able to supply his table with any- 
thing in the way of fish, flesh or fowl that was 
desirable,

Where the softened brown shades, 
Of the deep, grassy giades, 
Coquette with the sunlignt’s faltering ray, 
Sparkling waters that creep, 
Lddy, tumble and leap, 
Glide over the hills and faraway. 
Spreading fields and fallows, 
| Rough ridges and hollows, 
Around hoary homesteads aged and gray, 
Shining hiliocks ofrand. 
Sweeps of timesfurrowed land, 
Etretch over the hilis and far away. 

Traveling from Buena Vista northward, to- 
ward Geneva, one observes many of those 
rare old homesteads that stood 23’ monuments 
of the days ot yore, when the virgin soil of 
these fertile valleys first knew the rough touch 
of the husbandman. ‘here it stands, the 
walls made of solid prhe logs, the steep roof 
of clapboards, and shedrooms that were added 
aiter sawmills were introduced. In front of 
it tins that luxury peculiar to the 
south, the broad piazza, with its 
plain banisters, and structure of lattice work 
et theend where is the water shelf. And 
there is a cedar bucket there, and a sweet 
gourd with a long neck for a handle, and the 
towel hanzgson aroller. Wore you to goin- 
side some evening, when the day’s work is 
done, you would find a dignified 
old gentleman with gray hair and 
a psir of steel-bowed spectacles astride 
his nose. You would find him seated ine 
stout hickory chair that belonged to the first 
ect he ever owned, and in his hard, the 
Christian Advocate or the Index. He’would 
rise and welcome you with a manly dignity, 
and he would look you straight in the face, 
ard his firstquestion would be “have you 
been to supper?” 

In the opposite corner you would find an 
elderly Jady with a beaming face, with her 
frosted Iccks covered by one of those old time 
caps that lends such a sweet, piquant ex- 
pression to the countenances of the dear old 
grandmothers. Seated in a low rocker, her 
little old wrinkled hands busied 
with her’ knitting, and her loving 
giance resting ever and anon on 
the rugged features of her husband, with an 
expression ofthe most inexpressible tender- 
ness. And they would tell you, bit by bis, 
eech in turn imparting a little information on 
the subject, that they are all-alone. “John, 
our oldest boy, lost a leg in the war, and he is 
now living in Talbotton, and is 
tax collector of the county. Jim 
never could stand the tarm after he came 
home from. the service, and he is now ian 
Americus in the grocery business. Jake is a 
lawyer, and lives in Colunibus, and Dick, our 
youngest, sleeps in the valley of Virginia. 
Our only daughter married a doctor, and they 
live up about Butler. We have. decidad to 
stay here, though, and end our days where we 
firet started out in life.” Such is a fair 
description of more than one home that I 
could mention in this land of pleasant memo- 
ries.

And 
they claim, not unjustly I think, that the 
staple of Marion county cotton is 
superior to that of regions further south. [ 
wes charmed withthe appearance of tarift 
end progressiveness every where apparent. I 
bed a glimpse of Redbone campground, a 
famous rallying place for the Methodists in 
days gone by, and of old Ramah, a historic 
piece of worship where the Baptists once de- 
lighted to congregate. This region is filled to 
overflowing with reminiscent lore, but space 
forbids a mention of it.

from Prussia continues unabated. A great 
relief committee have been sent 
to assist the unfortunate exiles at Leonburg, 
Posen, and Cracow. The relief committee at 
the latter city reports that 2,000 Poles in one 
Prussian settlement were recently ordered to 
settleup their affairs there and quit Prussia 
without delay. The majority of these are 
Roman Catholics and many of them have 
resided in Prussia so long _ that 
they have forgotten their native 
language. They have been compelled to seil 
their property in haste, and speculators in fa- 
vor of local officials have taken such advan- 
tage.ot the situation tbat very little of 
the property thus forced upon the mar- 
ket bas brought more than one-fourth 
ef the value. To make matters 
worse Russia has issued an . order 

rohibiting the entry of these exiles 
into the cxar’s domain unless they can prove 
they were born therein. In consequence of 
this there are at present encamped at one 
place on the frontier no less than 1,500 exiles, 
penniless, homeléss and most miserable, 
without the right to move forward 
and with imprisonment at hard labor 
staring them in the face if they dare 
return. The Cracow relief committee 
denounces the expulsion as inhuman and un- 
lawful. It quotes from the great German au- 
thorities, Leffler and Bluntechili, to show that 
the edict of expulsion wasissued by the Ger- 
man chancellor in violation of the German 
constitution of 1871, which lodged with the 
bundezrath alene,and not with thecrown right 
to banish aliens from the empire. 

Innumerable stories of cruelty inflicted 
upon tens of thousands of unoffending Poles, 
under the edict of expulsion, are producing 
in Germany a widespread feeling of bitter- 
ness against Bismarck. 

A BERTH FOR BEATRICE’S HENRY. 

t is rumored in London that the queen in- 
tends: to insist on the appointment of Prince 
Henry, of Battenburg, Princess Beatrice’s 
young German husband, to the soft berth of 
commander of the royal yacht at Berta. The 
rumor is er much grumbling! among 
naval officers, who regard the queen’s threat- 
ened action as a blow at merit in the navy.

Alfred Milner, the liberal 
candidate tor Harrow and Middlesex, and a 
close personal friend of Merley and Goschen, 
is at preeent acting in Stead’s place as editor 
of the Pail Mall Gazette, to whoss 
columns he has*been contributor for several 
years. It is regarded as probable that Milner 
will he appointed permanently to the editor- 
ship,and it is said that Stead, when he is 
free, will start a new newspaper, which will 
be conducted as an organ of the social purity 
movement started in consequence of the Pall 
Mall Gazette’s revelations, now carried on 
with great vigor by a number of organizations 
throughout England under the jpatronage oi 
the Methodist church.

New Yorx, November 14.—[Specia!.]— 
Already internal discord threatens to 
nullify the efforts ol the Au- 
thor’s leegue towards a international 
copyright. The book publishers are trying 


with a probability of succes, to thwart the 
movement ofthe authors to gain absolute 
control of their own works. Each leading 


| house now has its representative in the 


league to watch over his employer's interests, 
and @ disagreement between these firms pre- 
vents them from uniting in anything except 
opposition to the writers. The cheap library 
concerns desire, in case piracy must be hin- 
dered at all, to bring about a law under which 
foreign books may be published by anybody 
and everybody on payment often per cent.

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A REMARKABLE CORN. 


A Soldier Forced Retirement and How His 

Corn was Cured, 
New Yorx, November, 14.—/[Special.]— 
John Albert Brown’s corn is the subject of 
official report to the war department 
at Washington. Brownisa private soldier 
in the United States army, and he is stationed 
at Fort Elliot, Texas. The account of his corn, 
as madetothe Washington authorities, said 
that it disabled him from active duties and

AN IDHA OF THE ARBA OF THESE 
BURNT DISTRICT. 


Relief forthe @ufferers—The Galveston News Takes 
a Bright View of the Matter and Promises 
That Gelveston Will Still Do Business 
in the Old Stand, Ete,, Ete. 


Gatveston, November 14.—The following 
description will serve as a diagram of the de- 
etructive fire of yesterday: 

* The city lies at the east end of an oval- 
shaped island, pointing nearly east and west. 
The thoroughfares running lengthwise of the 
island are all avenues, lettered alphabetical- 
ly, beginning on the north, or bay side, with 
Avenue A, paralleling acrozs the island to 
Avenue Q, with the streets additional, to-wit: 
MandA halfand OandAhalf. This makes 
19 streets cutting the island lengthwise. The 
cross streets are numbered, beginning with 
6th street, at the nose of the island, and run- 
ning west to 53d street. The fire district be- 
gins in the middle of the block bounded by 
16th and 17th streets at Avenue B, crossed di- 
agonally to the corner of Avenue D and 19th 
street; thence seuth along 19th to Avenue 
J, or Broadway, when it jumps 
west one equare to 21st street, thence south to 
Avenue M, thence back to 20th street, thence 
straight along 20th to Avenue QO, Starting 
again at Avenue B, the district runs south 
seven equares along 16th street to Avenue Q, 
thence west to the corner of Avenue! and 17th 

street, thence south three squares to Avenue 
M, thence west half block to the middle of 
Avenue M, thence south to Avenue N, thence 

west to the corner of Avenue N and 19th street 

and thence along the 19th street to Avenues 0. 

The Galveston News, touching the great 
fire, Says: 

“The conduct of the pepole of Galveston, in 
view of the calamity that befell them yesterday, 
cannot be too highly commended. The shock was 
severe, test terrible, but Galyeston willcome out 
of it undismayed. The loss is 
great, but not more than Galveston 
can bear under the pressure, The people of the 
city are now on their mettleandin this condi« 
tion they are attheir best. Many families are 
homelcss. Some people lost their all. It wasa 
great calamity, but there will be no unrelieved 
suffering. The driving wheel of Galveston’s exe 
istence is unimpaired. The soul of thecity is 
not disturbed. The busy wants of commerce go 
on as if nothing had happened. The prempt 
manner in which the citizens assembled to make 
provision for the impoverished and distressed, 
shows that the spirit that animates the city of Gal- 
veston is equal to the emergency and would be 
equal to an emergency mucb greater than she is 
confronted with at present. She will be as beauti« 
ful as everin a few months and is doing business 
at theold stand.”’ 

THE INSURANCE $1,060,900. 

GaLvgston, Tex., November 14.—A _ cors 
rected list, just completed, shows the total in- 


surance on the fire here is $1,060,900. The 
weather to-day is springlike and warm, and 
business generally has beom resumed. The 
stores are open, but the city has a holiday air 
about it. The people are moving quietly, 
with sad faces. 

Several thousand constantly visit the burned 
district, and small smouldering fires are still 
secon here andthere. The fire department is 
tearing dewn the dangerous chimneys and 
clearing the streets in the vicinity. The re- 
lief committees are actively at work today, and 
every poor homeless family has been com- 
fortably but temporarily sheltered. 

Telegrams of syu:pathy and aid continue 
to arrive. Governor [Ireland sent $50; city of 
Denison $250 and even the distant Fargo, 
Dak., telegraphs $50. The people of Dallas, 
Fort Worth, Austin, San Antonio, Houston 
and other sister cities are sending private 
contributions to unfortunate friends. Joseph 
Puletzer, editor of the New York World, wires 
his sympathy and offers aid, to which Mayor 
Fulton responded, that “‘while we are not so- 
liciting outside aid, we will not for present 
rejectany contribution yoluntarilyjproffered.”’ 

CASES OF DESTITUTION, 

Seven sub-committees, organized for the 
purposes of searching out the victims of yes- 
terday’s conflagration, have had a busy day. 
Two. hundred heads of families have been 
listed as worthy of every relief that it is possi- 
ble to extend. Thus far $20,000 has been ex- 
pended, but this sum only furnishes tempo- 
rary relief to the families that have lest every- 
thing. Many pitiful cases’ of destitution 
are reported, and among the victims 
ere found a goodly number of educated and 
refined women of small means who lose their 
little homes, and who hesitate to permit their 
destitute condition to become known. A mem- 
ber of the relief committee received six letters 
from families of this description, asking 
whether aid could not be extended to them 
privately by the committee. 

CONTRIBUTIONS SOLICITED, 

The grand jury, which has been in session 
several days, took official recognition of the 
disaster today by resolving asa body, that in 
its opinion the citizens were unable to pro- 
vide adequately for the reliet of many of the 
victims of the fire, and that contributions 
from every source should be and were 
hereby solicited. The honorable jurymen 
place the number of destitute much higher 
then the citizen’s committee. 

Ata meeting of the citizen’s relief commit- 

tee this evening the following resolution was 
unenimously adopted: 
&3‘‘Resolved, That it is the sense of the committee 
that whilst the people of Galveston are not solicit- 
ipg contributions from abroad for the sufferers, yet 
they are deeply grateful forall donations which 
may be made from any quarter.’’ 

The state executive board of the Knights of 
Labor have resolvei themselves into a relief 
committee for the purpose of receiving and 
disbursing money, clothing and provisions 
sent to sufferers. This committee requests all 
local assemblies. of Knights of Labor 
throughout the state to forward their 
contribution to them for distribution. The 
committee extend their solicitation to Knights 
throughout the entire country. Contributions 
can be addressed to . H. Golden, Galveston.

Besides the bakery where 
the fire originated, the block contained

£xpiosionin the Siver Clix Mine with Loss 
of [Life, ; 
Dexver, Col., November 14.—A dispatch to 
the associated press from Buyer cliff reports 
thatan explosion of giant powasr occurred 
last evening in the holler room of the Ball 
Domingomine. The building took fire and 
the flames communicated to the shaft house 
and to timbers at the entrance to the mine, 
cutting off the means of escape of the man in 
the lower levels. Hundreds of men 
soon gathered at the scene te 
assist in quenching the fire and to rescue the 
imprisoned miners. After working all night 
and this morning, the flames were extin- 
guished and debris cleared from the mouth of 
theshait, Mr. Armstrong, the foreman was 
then let down by ropes about 400 feet. He 
found the shaft filled with debris at this point 
and hopes are entertained that theimprisoned 
men are still alive in the drift at the 350 foot 
level. Over 300 men are at work trying to 
save them, The loss to the company on 
buildings and machinery is about $50,000. 
A later dispatch from Silver Cliff says: At 
5 p. m. Foreman Armstrong was let down to 
the 550 feet level. He tound ten men, all 
dead. Fiye of them had climbed eighteen 
feet from the bottom of the shaft to the drift, 
and their dead bodies were found in the mouth 
of the drift. The other five had died at the 
drills in the face of _ the i 
Much indignation is felt towards 
superintendent. and there is strong 
talk of lynching him by the miners, who ac- 
cuse him of criminal negligence in keeping 
giant powderin the boiler room. It seems 
now that the fire originated inthe roof of the 
building and a portion of the burning roof 
fell into the boiler room on the giant powder, 
which exploded, blowing a hole inthe boiler 
and dislocating the machinery so that every- 
thing stopped at once, but the men could have 
been drawn from the mine if the machinery 
could have been kept running. Notwith- 
standing that the buiiding was on fire no one 
was seriously injured by the explosion in the 
building, but the engineer and several others 
were stunned an bruised. Engineer 
Chamberlain was standing at his en- 
oe trying to make it work, when 
e was surrounded by the flames and was car- 
ried away by friends. Hundreds of citizens 
of Resita, Silver Cliff and Oncerida worked 
all nightlast nightand allday today, en- 
deavoring to rescue the miners, and hundreds 
are there now helping to get the bodies out 
ofthe mine. Everything is done by hand, as 
the machinery is destroyed. The sad calamity 
has cast a gloom over the community such ag 
was never known before.

A BIG LAW sUIT IN HANCOCK, 
COUNTY. 


About Four Hundred, Coousand Dollars Involved— 
Sketchof aS'ravge Lifean4 an “x traording- 
ry Will-The seirsat Law Contesting 
Its Provisions — fhe Vounsel, 


Sparta, Ga., November 14.—Special.—Begin- 
ning on Monday next, the 16 instayt, there will 
be helda special term of Hancock superior court 
for the trial of one of the most interesting 
cases in the legal annals of Georgia. It is the 
contest over the will of the late David Dickson, 
of this county. 

Mr. Dickson died on the 13th of last February. 
It wes found that he had left a willand it was 
opened about three weeks after bis death. There 
were bequests of $5,000 each to four children of 
Lis sisters. To five -or six others there 
were bequests of'$2,000 each, and to half a dozen 
others $1,000 a piece was given Be 
sides providing for these and a_i few 
minor bequests, he directed that the ex- 
ecutors of his will, Charles M. DaBoss and 
J.. T. Warthen, should receive $2,500 each for 
their services. These items, while am onnting 
to a considerable sum aggregated but a small por- 
tion of the estate, which was worth about 

FOUR HUNDRED THOUSAND DOLLARS, 

The great buik of this superb property was be- 
guetaLed to Amanda Dickson, a colored woman 
in trust for her two mulatto children. The fortu- 
rate legatee is about ferty-five years old Mr, 
Dickson had deeded to herselfand her mothera 
bandsome property before his death, They had 
been slaves of his and had lived on his plantation 
for many years under circum: tances which did not 
elevate Mr. Dickson’s social standing, or exalt 
the regard in which his neighbors heid him. He 
lived twelve miles from Sparta, in the center of an 
enormous plantation, covering about 30,000 acres 
ofland. Until he was over sixty years old he 
was a bechelor, and a man of solitary 
habits. He seldom went to Sparta, and 
the chief break in the monotony of his life was his 
%nnval visit toAugusta. He attended regularly 
the Georgia railroad conventious ia that city, be 
cause he was one of the earliest subscribers to that 
road and one of the largest stockholders in ib. 

In 1870 he married Miss Clara Harris of 
this county. She lived as his wife 
for about two years and died childless, Mr. Dick- 
son, though little known personally to many of 
the citizens of hisown county, was famousasthe 

MOST SUCCESSFUL FARMER 

in Georgia, Many years ago he wrote a book on 
farmivg which isstill regarded as an excellent 
work. He began to accumuiate land whea a 
young man, His steady success and shrewd busi- 
ness sense enabled him to become while yet young 
one of the largest planters and slave owners in 
Georgia. Just before the negroes were emanci- 
pated he owned over five hundred of them. The 
result of the war Crippied him 
bac ly, but he was atill left 
rich and at ounce began to farm his lands on the 
tenant plan. The disastrous seasons of 1883 and 
{entailed severe lesson him. In the first of 
those years beis said to have lost $60,000. His 
coiten crop neyer fell shoit of one thousand bales, 
but he raised plenty of corn and meat, 
The estate ashe leftit consisted of about £90 000 
in movey, bonds, and siocks aud about 30 000 
acres of fa:ming landsin Hancock, Warren, 
and Washington counties. He had spent large 
sums in improvements on his plantations. His 
residence was a big wooden structure, whicd from 
time to time had been added to and changed, uns 
til it had become an architectural conundrum 

The farm buiidings were all erectedin the most 
substantial style. He expended over $10,000 iu 
theconstruction of ponds about his home and 
took pridein the culture of fish. 

He acquired for a small sum some Jands near 
Fort Worth, Texas, soon a'ter the war, and they 
rose £0 rapidly in value that when he deeded 
them away to a nephew afew years before his 
death, they were worth over 

FIFTY THOUSAND DOLLARS, 

The morning he died he cailed for his favorite 
szddle horse and rode several miles over his 
plentation. On returning to his house he com- 
plained of a painin his side, and lying down on 
his bed expired ina few minutes. By his own 
cirection he was buriedin his garden, with an 
cpen white silk handkerchief across his breast, a 
gold tooth pick in his right hand,and a penknifein 
bis pocket.

Tue Canadian Pac fic railroad is completed

ernment. There are many charges of cor- 
ruption in connection with the building of 
the road, and yet the road was built at a cost 
of about $12 000 less a mile than was the 
Union Pacific or the Centra! Pacific. If the 
Suez canal should be blocked, England could 
send troops to India over the Canadian Pa- 
cific. She may never do this, but she does 
propese to secure an eastern trade by the 
Canadian ron'e. 


ABOUT SILVER. 

We sre indebted to Mr. Manton Marble 
foracopy of a pamphlet essay on the silvar 
question, by Henri Cernuschi. The pam- 
phletis printed in glorious old Eagland, and 
is intended for circulation in this country. 
Indeed, it is an argument in fayorof the 
suspension of silver coinage in the United 
States. 

Cernuschi is not an English name, bat his 
argoments are English arguments. Way, 
it may be asked, does glorious old England 
turn aside for a moment from her business of 
suckling the Tark, tooffer arguments in be- 
half of the repeal of the Bland law? The 
answer is simple. Engiand is a land of 
gcold-bugs. Siiver has been demonetized aad 
gold isthe only standard of value, As the 
repeal of the coinage law would depreciate 
the price of silver, not only in this country, 
but ail over the world, the value of gold 
would be correspondingly increased. Eag- 
land and all countries whers mono-metalism 
isin operation would profit by the transac- 
tion. The people of the United States would 
not only be robbed for the benefit of the 
Wall street speculators, but for the benefit of 
the British goldbugs. 

The prospect is exceedingly enlivening. 
The people of the United States are called on 
to depreciate a large and necessary part of 
their currency forthe benefit of Wall strest 
speculators and British monometalists. The 
organs of the monometalists declare that the 
silver doliar is already depreciated. The 
suspension of coinsge would stiil further de- 
preciate the price of silver, and the resu!t 
would bea premium on the gold now held 
by the Wall street banks, with no corres- 
ponding benefits to the people in the slight- 
est degree. On the contrary, the poor would 
be made poorer and the rich richer. 

Mr. Cernuschi offers no remedy for this re- 
sult of suspension. Nordo any of the mono- 
metalists offeraremedy. The argument is, 
the banks have got the gold, and the psople 
may make the most ofit. Curiously enough, 
none of the silver men offer a remedy, 
though’ it is supposed that the measure ra- 
cently framed by Oongressman Warner is in- 
tended to prevent depreciation. There is, in 
fact, but one remedy for this silver problem, 
and that is free coinage. Mr. Cernuschi 
holds up his handsin horror at such a prop- 
csition, and declares that frees coinage of sil- 
ver would drive all the gold out of the coun- 
try. He eays that Europe would demons 
etize large masses of silver and send them to 
Philadelphia to get them made into dollars. 

But would all this beso horrible? So far 
as the people of this country are concerned 
—ihose who are interested in a stable curren- 


cy without regard to the speculative in-. 


terests of Wall street—the disappearance of 
the gold would work no hardship. It is 
well known that the creat bulk of the gold 
coin in this country is not now and never 
bas been in circulation since the war. E:- 
pecially is this true at present, since the 
banks during the past year have been ev- 
gegedin hoarding go!d in the hope that the 
fierce and long-continued atiacks on silver 
by the Wall street organs weuld cause a pre- 
mium on gold, 

Mr, Cernuschi himself says that the free 
ecoinege of silver would instantaneously 
make silver dollars good dollars, and, as that 
would necessarily be the result, why should 
the people care how many good dollars are 
coined at the Philadelphia mint out of for- 
eign silver? Every doliar would be a good 
dollar and a part of the currency of the 
people. 

Free coinage of silver isthe remedy. 

THE WAR WITH BURMAH. 

Altogether the liveliest speck of war on the 

pobe at the present time is found in U eper 
dent Burmsh. It is called Inde- 

ih to distinguish it from B-it- 

oh lies along the coast. 
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war really relates to the control of the Ir-a- 
waddy river. The distance by the riyer from 
Rapgoon to Mandalay, the capital of Upp2r 
Burmab, is 502 miles, and the river is navi- 
gable almost to the Chinese border. It affords 
an easy trade route to the rich provinces of 
southwestern China, and aleo affords an 
admirable rail route between Iadia and 
China. The enemies of China are Rassia 
on the west, and France in Tonquin, and the 
Mongolians naturally incline of late to Kag- 
sand, snd negotiations are pending for closer 
trade relations between Western China and 
India. Burmah blocks the way ; and besides, 
the French are looking toward it with avari 

cious eyes; for it lies behind Tonquin, and 
if they are to have a great Asian empire, 
they need Burmah. 

No doubt the French instigated King Toée- 
baw to take the stand he did. He began the 
trouble by inflicting a heavy assessment or 
penalty on the Bombay-Barmah company, 
a British corporation largely engaged in cut- 
ting timber. The company refused to pay 
the assessment of about a million dollars 
and appealed to the British government. 
Lord Dafferin sent an ultimatum, demand- 
ing that an English representative from 
British Burmah should be received with all 
honor; that ail proceedings against the 
Bombay Burmah Bcompany be suspended 
pendirg an investigation; that a Bcitish 
resident with a saflicient guard be accepted. 
King Theebaw’s reply was not satisfactory, 
and England declared war. The troops were 
ready,and they have already crossed the 
frontier, and are escending the river 10,000 
strong in armored gunboats, carrying nol 
only troops but howitzsrs and seige guns. 
The flotilla consists of forty five steamers. 
The Burmese are pretty good at river fight- 
ing, but they cannot stop sach a ficet. They 
may delay its paszage, but in the end it will 
reach Mandalay and capture it, and Inde- 
pendent Barmah will become British Bar- 
mah, even if annexation is not resorted to. 
France objects, but France will not go to 
wer aboutit. Russia is not pleased over the 
inreads that England is about to make upon 
the trade of Western China, but both Frauce 
and Russia will remain mere spectators 
while England carries off the prize.

ONE MAN’S TWO WIDOWS. 
Last year Henry Thompson died in the 


little town of Orange, Texas, leaving a widow - 


and an estate valued at $40,000. The widow 
beirg apparently the sole beir,took possession 
of the property. 

In the courss ofa few months Mrs, Thomp- 
son receiyed a singular letter from a lady in 
Canada who signed herself as Mrs, hamsey. 
The writer stated that in 1854 she married 
Henry Ramsey in Scotland and emigrated 
with him to Canada, Just before the civil 
war her husband went south, and for nearly 
twenty yearsshe heard nothing from him. 
He then sent her a thousand dollars, and a 
few months later came to sea her and gave 
her moie money. He left with no other ex- 
cuse than that the country did not suit him. 
He did not say where he was going, butafter 
diligent inquiry she learned that he had 
settled in Orange, Texas, where he had mar- 
ried under the name of Henry Thompso9n. 

When Mrs. Thompson read this remark- 
able letter she naturally lost her temper. 
She wes satisfied that an attempt wa: bsing 
niade to swindle her, and ther-fore allowed 
the letter to remain unanswered. Batshe 
was not des‘ined to escape soeasily. Tae 
Canada widow visited Orange and notified 
the other widow that she must divide the 
dead men's estate with her. This proposi- 
tion was refured and a suit in equity was 
commenced in the United States coart. 

It was generally believed that the case 
would be hotly contested, but within the 
past few days the parties have agreed to a 
compromiee. The suit will be dismissed and 
the widow from Canada will be paid the sum 
of twenty thousand dollars. The inside 
eecrets of the case have not leaked out, but 
the inference is that Ramsey, of Canada, and 
Thompson, of Texas, were one and the same.

At five o’clock yesterday afternoon the last 


voter registered his name for the prohibition 


election, and from now untilthe 25th it will 


be nip and tuck for the victory. 

The figures are astonishing. The city of 
Atlanta alone registered 7,213 hames, by far 
the largest registration ever known in the city. 
Last year for the October election the regis- 
tration was only 3,947, When this campaign 
was begun it was never dreamed that the fig- 
ures for the city would pass 7,000. There is 
every indication that the country districts 
bave registered considerably over a thousand 
and ifso, the registration of the county is 
reerly nine thousand. It cannot be much 
lees than that figure. It is easy to see that 
the winning side in the contest will have to 
poll more than four thousand votes. 

WHERE THE VOTERS LIVE. 

The heaviest registration has been in the 
south Atlanta precinct where,up to five o’clock 
yesterday afternoon, 4,062 voters had regis- 


tered. This is a big vote for one district and 
shows voters enough to stock a good sized city. 
Mr. W. H. Turner wes the registrar at that 
office and has the distinction of having record- 
ed the greatest number of names of any regia- 
trar in the county. He A 
been a strictly impartial official 
and bas done the work well. He was assisted 
by Mr. A. J. Haygood and Mr. Joseph H. 
Smith, and at nine o’clock last night they 
turned over to the clerk of the county commis- 
sichers the complete alphabetical list of the 
4,062 nemes, and it is ready to be put into the 
har dp of the printers at once. 

At the north Atlanta office Mr. J. E 
Williams hes performed the duties of registrar 
and up to the closing hour yesterday had 
registered 3,151 voters. He, too, has made a 
splendid official. 

The city is made up of only two districts, 
and these two offices registered the entire city 
vote. The two together foot up 7,213.

There is nothing to be gained by speculation 
as to how this great mass of voters will decids 
the prohibition question. No man can tell the 
pres: nt stete of mind of the great array, and 
it would be even more difficult to guess ths 
chsnges that may take place between now and 
the 251h, or even on election day. 

DISPOSITION OF THE LISTS. 

The lists of names prepared by the registrars 
will all be turned overtothe commissioners 
of reads and revenues tomorrow. The’com- 
missioners will provide for the printing of the 
lists and are required to year! the printed 
lists by the names supplied by the registrars. 
They bave no authority tomake any changes 
by cutting off illegal registrations but in 
Cases where fraud is practiced the 
illegal voter is liable to be presented to the 
grand jury for indictment. The voter takes 
the chances it he swears falsely or votes ille- 


gally. 
HOW ABOUT VOTING THEM? 

A considerable sensation was created yes- 
terday when the army of voters were notified 
by Tue Constitution that under the old system 
not more than a third of them couid get 
voted on election day, There 
are 7,213 people to vote 
the city and only two voting places. When 
the voter appears his name has to be found 
on the registry lists the firet thing. That and 
the other hindrances will take, it is estimated, 
a half minute at the lowest calculation. 
That would mean 120 registrations per hour. 
The north Atlanta polls will open at 8 a.m. 
and closeat3 p.m. That gives seyen hours 
ax d will under the above calculation allow 840 
people to be voted. In the face of that there 
are 3,151 voters registered in that district. 

The South Atlanta arg will open at 7 a. m. 
snd close at 6 p. m., that being the courthouse 

recinct. This will give eleven hours for vot- 
ing, which would run the voting figures up to 
1,320 under the calculation made above. But 
there are 4,062 registrations in this district, 
and unless something is done there will be 
geomebody left. 

WILL THERE BE TROUBLE? 

A wayfaring man, though a fool he be, can 
see the utter folly of attempting to vote 7,213 
people in the eighteen hours of time that the 
two precincts in the city will give. . If only a 
third of the people registered can get their 
ballote into the boxes, it at once becomes a 
question of getting hold of the polls and hold- 
ing on like grim death. Either side can 
mass two thoussnd men before breaktast 
under such a state of affairs as is suggested. 
That would mean at each city precinct 
a line of voters stretching halfa mile. At the 
voting places last year the man who fell in at 
the foot of a procession one hundred men in 
length had to bold bis ground for an hour be- 
fore getting to the polls. In a campaign like 
this, when there is so much at stake, and with 
each sice fighting for possession of the polls 
there might be a serious conflict. 

WHAT THE PEOPLE SAY. 

Judge Calhoun, the able and efficient ordi- 
pery of Fulton county, was asked tor his opin- 
ion on the matter. He said: 

‘¢] think it would be perfectly legal to have 
three boxes et each of the city precincts. The 
law provides for three managers, but allows 
as many clerks as are necessary. I think 
eech manager could take a box and all receive 
votes under different initials.

A ¥rominent Catholic, a Manin Authori< 
ty, Talks About the Pope’s ‘‘Decree ”’ 


Yesterdey a Constitution reporter sought 
out one of the most prominent Catholics in the 
city, whose views upon all matters pertaining 
to the church command more than ordinary 
weight with the Catholics of Atlanta, and ia- 
terviewed him upon the telegram from Balti- 
more, published in the Constiturion stating 
that the pope had issued a decree on the sub- 
ject of temperance. 

“Have you read the article?” asked the 
ConsTITUTION. 

“I have,” was the reply, ‘‘and you can say 
with authority that it is spurious from be- 
ginningtoend. There is no such decree 
among the decrees of the council of Jaltimore. 
This spurious or bogu’ decree must have 
been gotten up as & cel Jaign argument by 
parties interested in t»» prohibition move- 
ment, and is formulated uccording to some of 
the ideas expressed by the Archbishop of Bal- 
timore in his pastoral, issued in the name of 
the bishops after the close of the council. 
But this pessage from the pastoral is by no 
means in favor of prohibition. ‘The attention 
of all parties is directed to the abuse of liquor, 
snd they should induce all members of their 
flocks that may be engaged in the sale of 
liquors, to abandon it, as soon as they can, 
and embrace a more becoming way of living.’ 
The clergy of the Catholic church here ad- 
vieed and directed their people as to the mod- 
erate and right use of all of Goa’s gifts; 
also of wine and liquor. They have 
advised those who were addicted to 
the abuse of it, for God’s sake, tor 
their own sake, and for the sake of their fami 
lies,to totally abstain from it. So has the great 
Father Mathew; so does Cardinal Manning, 
and so do the clergy of the Catholic church, 
as their predecessors have done. The abuse of 
any gift of God is, or leads to sin, and temper- 
ance is the right use of all things. It is en- 
tirely foreign to the pega of true tem per- 
ance to introdict, and to make impossible by 
law or by the vote of the people, the right nse 
of apy of God’s gifts, and to render poor, at 
once, people who are employed in a legitimate 
business, supplying the wants of the people, 
who, by their wants, have created the busi- 
ness. gq 


If teform is needed it has to come from those 
who created the wants, and it is against the 
principles of justice and common sense to 
puzish and ruin those who legitimately pro. 
vide for those wants which in themselves are 
not sinful, but become sinful only by the ex- 
cesses of the individuals to whom those who 
supply the wants minister.

We referred in 
that article only to the amount named by rumor 
as to the cost of the change to the Central rail- 
read, The gentleman above referred to asserts 
that the cost will not be exceeding $260 to $250 per 
mile, and that this will cover everything necessa- 
ry to operate the standard gauge. Moving the rail 
is the smallest item of cost, the greater expendi- 
ture being for changing rolling stock, and of course 
the more rolling steck a company owns the more 
will be outlay. 

Central railroad stock has made no move of im- 
portance during the week, simply being firm, but 
under the inspiration of peace with the East Ten- 
nessee and Georgia and confidence in a more lib- 
eral treatmeut by the railroad commission, an up- 
ward movement in the stock would not be surpris- 
ing. The restoration of rates between the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia, the Central and 
the Western and Atlantic is rather in the nature 
of atruce than a permanent agreement, because 
the question will come up again on December 2;

Stoecke as Revorted tn the New. York Stock 
Exchange: 

NEW YORK, November 14.—The stock market 
has been extremely active today, and during the 
most of the time feverish and irregular, The re- 
ported sales were greater thanon any preceding 
day this year, amounting to 787,300 shares, The 
actual number ofsharea bonght and sold were 
probably not very much short ef one million, 
When the market is so extremely active, it is 
practically impossible for reporters to obtain a re- 
cord ofall the transactions. Activity continued 
from the opening of the board to the close, with 
the exception ofa lull between land2 o’clock, 
which was, however, of short duration. An idea 
of the business in the forenoon may be obtained 
from the statement that the reported sales: for the 
first half hour were over i75,000 shares; for first 
hour 256,000, and for the forenoon, nearly 400,006 
shares. The activity, however, was confined toa 
very few stocks, in which St. Paul, Erie, Northern 
Pacific preferred, Lake Shore and Missouri, Kan- 
sas and Texas contributed nearly 400,000 shares,or 
over half of the total business of the day. There 
has been a great deal of talk on the Street recent- 
ly about heavy purchases in London of Ameri- 
can securities, aud large shipments have been 
made irom this city to European ports on that 
account. For some time past the opening prices 
in London were generally higher than the closing 
quotations of the evening before in the New York 
stock exchange, and this, whether from actual 
purchases, oron account of the manipulation from 
thisside, was an important factor in lending 
strength to the market here. The weakness this 
morning was due in part to reports from London 
showing that the prices were heavy, and further 
statements that, owing to the war cloud that is 
beginning in Europe, and for other causes, Lon- 
don speculators were heavy sellers of American 
securities today, and the result was an excited 
and irregular opening, ranging between, an ad- 
vance o! >; and }¢ per cent, aud a decline of &% per 
cent for the active list. The movement during 
the most of the forenoon was very irregular, some 
stocks advancing from ‘4 to 2 per cent, while oth- 
ers did not sell above theopening quotationr, The 
highest prices, however, with few exceptions, 
were established at the same time during the fore 
noon. Aftermidday the tendency of the prices 
was downward, but the movement continued very 
rregular. There was no decided break till after 
20’clock, when, within the space of 15 minutes, 
nearly all the active shares dealtin declined from 
ig to 154 per cent, Erie, Grangers and Lake Shore 
being the most prominet in this movement. In 
some Cases, during the final half hour,most of the 
losses made after 2 o’clock were regained, but the 
movement was extremely feverish spasmodic and 
irregular. In the final déalings some sto¢ks made

CANINE CRANIOLOGY., 


Hew Civilized Life Expards a Dog’s Brain 
and Narrows His Jaw, 
From the Washington Star.j 
‘‘Alas, poor dog!’ said Mr. Frederic A. 
Lucas, the osteologist, as he gazei upon a 
ekull which he had taken from along coffin. 


like box that had just been opened in his 


workroom at the National Museum. 

“What is it?’ asked the reporter, who had 
penetrated to this cavern of the osseus treas- 
ures in search of news. 

“It is the skull of an Esquimaux dog—an 
Esquimaux sledge dog,” said Mr. Lueas, put- 
ting down the bleached and ghastly object. 
‘*Tbis skull bears out the stories of the rough 
treatment which these dogs receive. See 
there,” pointing to a g 8: over the eye where 
a portion of the bone had been broken off: 
‘It took a heavy blow to do that; and look at 
this leg,”’ said the bone man, taking several 
lopg bones rrom the box and defily putting 
them together. “You see that leg was 
broken and was never allowed to heal per- 
fectly. That dog had to limp along very 
painfully after he was injured. See how this 
joint was deformed and how it must have 
creaked,’”’ he continued, working one of the 
bones against the other like a» pump handle 
to show the defect in the joint.”

diluvian monsters reared their lofty crani- 
ums high toward the roof; in fact, the whole 
vertebrate creation seemed to have stepped 
out ofita skin to sit awhile in its bones, 
Dedging under the huge skeleton of the giant 
sloth, Mr. Lucas stopped in front of a case in 
which were displayed a series of skuils ar- 
ranged in rows conveniently for purposes of 
com periron. 

The labels showed that the two skulls ia 
the upper row beginning on the right were 
thoee of Indian dogs; next to them was that 
of an Egyptian mummied dog, and then ia 
order the ekulls of a Newfoundland, of a com- 
mon dog, a hairless Chinese dog,a Laverack 
setter, a Saint Bernard, a bulldog, and an 
Erglith pug. In another row below was a 
series of skulls of wild dogs, wolves, coyotes 
and foxes. 

“This series will show,’”’ said Mr. Lucas, 
“the effect of domestication—the develop- 
mentotthe cranium under domestication. 
The skull of the Indian dog there, you see, 
difiers very little from that of the wolf be- 
low it. Youseeif has very little forehead 
ardavery long jaw. As you go along now, 
he continued, “you find the facial angle in- 
creases, the forehead is developed at the ex- 

eneeof the jaw, which becomes shorter. 

bis collection gives merely an outline. 
There are many intermediate steps. Dogs 
are classified into mastiffs, hounds, spaniels 
and wolf dogs. The wolf dogs, such as 
these,’”’ continued Mr. Lucas, pointing to the 
Indian dogs and the minal yes dogs, “are 
neerest the original stock. In fact, it is very 
difficult sometimes to distinguish the skull of 
a wolf from that ofan Indian dog. Yes, the 
teeth sre the same, and you will notice all 
along theline there is a similarity in the 
teeth. When you reach the pug at the end, 
the teeth are crowded and the incisors lap 
over. Then the teeth of the pug are not so 
lerge and strong. It has been raised on soft 
food, and has.not had to rend or tear its prey, 
As you go up the scale the intelligence of the 
dogs increase, and as you go down, toward 
the wolf the animals increase in brute feroc. 
ity. Yes, the bull dog has ahigh forehead,” 
observed Mr. Lucas in reply to a remark of 
the reporter expressing surprise that an ani- 
mel which served in literaturo as a typos of 
brute ferocity should stand so well in the 
scale of cranial development. “It has a 
high forehead and will become very much 
attached toits master. It is renowned for its 
co urage and will fly at the head and hang 
cre Any dog may be taught to attack a 
mar. 

The Indians are said to cross their dogs 
with wolves,” continued the bones man. “Oae 
peculiarity of Indian dogs is that their ears 
are erect, like wolves. When dogs bacome 
domesticated they become lop-eared. The 
dogs represented on Egyptian monuments are 
lop-eared, which shows that the dog had 
been domesticated in ancient Egypt. The 
bairless breed,’”? continued Mr. Lucrs refer- 
ring tooneof the labels, “don’t mean any- 
thing. In hot climates the tendency of dogs 
is to shed their hair. Someofthem come to 
look just like India rubber—perfectly smooth 
and naked. By breeding, of course, this pe- 
culiarity may be made more marked. 

‘Yes, that is a mammied dog,”’ said the os- 
tcologist, in reply to the question about the 
old yellow skull labeled “Egyptian Dog.” 
The ancient Egyptians used to mummy their 
dogsand ca's. On Egyptian monuments are 
found sculptured representations of dogs very 
much like the grayhound. Itis an interest- 
ing point about the Newfoundland dogs,’’ he 
continued, coming to the skull of the New- 
foundJand, “whether these dogs were domes- 
ticated on the island or whether they were 
introduced there by the old Norsemen who 
visited the American shore elong before Co- 
lumbus’ time. Those who hold the theory 
that the Norsemen brought the dogs from 
Europe refer to the fact that there isin Nor- 
way a breed of dogs that strongly resemble 
the Newfoundland.”

DON’T GO WEST 


The Experience of a Georgiana in Mexico— 
Good Advice. 

EL Psao, Texas, November 10.—[Special. }— Edi 
tors Constitution: It has been some time since i 
attempted to write anything for the dear oid Con- 
STITUTION, and I now desire to relate “an experi- 
ence” forthe benefit of some friends, who, like 
myself, have been tempted to ‘go west.’” Afteran 
extended visit tothe exposition in New Orleans 
where I studied up the different states and ter 
ritories in the west, by carefully examining and 
comparing the exhibits. I decided that “God's 
country”’’ lay on the Pacific slope, between Paget 
sound and southern California. Leaving my fam- 
ily behind, I started some two weeks ago, ex- 
pecting to visit California, Oregon and Waghing- 
ten territory, findmea homeand have my family 
follow me. The Southern Pacific railway being 
the most direct route from New Orleans, I boarded 
the Ze & P, train and came 


speecing through Louisiana and en: 
tered the state of Texas at Marshall. ‘Tis eignt 
hundred miles from Marshall to El Paso across 
the State, east and west. 


Between Marshall and 
Fort Worth we passed through some beautiful 
prairie country. Between Fort Worthand El Paso 
the country looks desolation itself. There is one 
stretch of three hundred miles where not a tree 
can be seen—nothing but one vast stretch of sand 
prairie with no vegetation visible except Many 
varieties of cactus. Millions of prairie dogs 
scam per to their homes as the train approaches 
Several droves of antelope were seen 
from the car wiudows,. Hundreds and 
thousands of dead cattle were 
lying in every direction—died from cold and star- 
vation during winter. El Paso is og erran to be 
the ‘Denver of thesouthweat ”’ t is situated on 
the Rio Grande at the janctinn of Texas, New 
Mexicoand Mexico. It is the terminus of the 
following railroads: The So P, the T. and P., the 
A., T. ands. F ,and the G, H.and 8. A,, and the 
Mexican Central. It has five thousand inhapit- 
anis. snd at least three fourths of them are gam- 
blers bunko men and demimoudes. Therearg 
small churches, twenty-nine 
BS meny gambling dens, 
’ be unto the tenderfooted 
stranger who falls into the hands of some gentle- 
manly ‘‘steerer.’’ But I must relate ‘my expe- 
rience.’’ One of the first things every stranger 
does when be arrives at Ei Paso is to cross the 
river and take a look at Paso de Norte. a gennine 
Mexican city I went over, and while waiking 
through the beautifol and luxuriant gardens, 
vineyarcs and orchards, three strangers, (Ameri- 
cans), approached me,and we wandered on to- 
gether. We visited an old Missiou church, a 
strangely arrenged cock pit, bull peu, etc 

Duripg our walk 5 friends proposed drinks, 
and wevisited a bar. I did not drink, but took a 
Cigar. Dice was called for, and various were the 
incucements offered to get me togamble. Fail- 
ing in thisscheme, I was taken hold of by the 
three companions, and while they held me the 
bartender went through my pockets, relieving me 
ofevery cent, Only think of such a crime being 
perpetrated in broad daylight I went to the 
American. consul and laid my complaint 
before him, be was cross because President 
Cleveland had removed him and heisonly waita 
ing for hissuccessor. Theconsul flatly refused 
to do anything for me, and advised me to make 
no effort to gain redress. I then wentto a Mex- 
ican judge and complained. Heordered the ar-~ 
rest of the criminals and 1 was instructed to go 
with an officer to find them. They were all ar- 
rested and a trial appointed for 10 a. m. 
next day. At the trial I could understand 
nothing said. For some cause the case was post~ 

ned until next day. and thusit went on for 

our days. At last a sympathizer told me thatI 
would never get justice—the judge always shared 
spoils with the thieves, and consequently they 
were bever punished. I dropped the matter and 
am Dow waiting financialrelief from home. Iam 
told that such crimes as these are enacted frequent- 
ly and there is mo redress I trust the new 
consul will take this ‘matter in hand and give 
some protection to Americans. 

My friends, when you come west beware of all 
Strangersand never carry much money about 
your person. If you have homes, and are making 
a living in Georgia, stay there, “Distance 
lends enchantment” to the west, and as you ap- 
proach it the beauties diminish and some new 
inducement looms up still further west. and so it 
goes to the end.

A Gard Suggested by the Report of the 
Sale at the State Fair, 

EpITorS CONSTITUTION—In your issue of the 
Slst ultimo there was aspecial making some very 
erroneous comments on Jerseys at.Macon, and as 
the article might be prejudicial to a large and 
valuable interest in the state, Iask spacein your 
colum ns to report to the people the facts, 


I have corresponded with A. F. Ross, of Rome, 
Ga., who was constantly there; and who sold the 
Jerseys at Macon. Hesays your reporter over~ 
states the numberof Jerseysand grade Jerseys, 


The sale of Jerseys to be held at Macon had long 


ago been agreed upon and advertised far and near 
by the proper parties, and all the breeders in the 
state were solicited to bring their surplus stock to 
show ands¢il. Mr Rossenclosed mea printed 
listof thesale, andit shows that the average 
prices obtained were for cows $190 a head, and for 
bulls and bull calves $66 a head. 

The aversge reader might guess, after reading 
these prices, that the breeder would sell his sur- 
pius stock jor very much the same reason thata 
farmer would sell bis cotton orsurplus corn or 
bacon. And when you take the net result, the 
com parison is very much in favor of raising a cow 
at $190 rather than corn, bacon or cotton enough 
to produce the same money. Then asto the in- 
vestment: A good Jersey cow can de had for $175 
to $350. Mr. Ross said there were only about six 
first-rate ones at the fair. If all had been good 
ones they wou'd bave brought more money, Some 
oe ee for $250, so let us call a good one worth

And leaving out the manure actually 
put on the land, there is an incalcalable value de~ 
rived to a farm from the rest from constant crop* 
ping, grass sod, etc. As to his $1,200 or $1.590 
wrapped in one cow’s hide, I don’t believe a Jer- 
sey cow ever came to Georgia at that cost, Then 
the special harps on more suitable grades. I hear 
many others doing the same What fs a grade 
Jersey but part Jersey, made by breeding some 
other cow, ascrub say, toa Jersey bull. Where 
does the grade get its merit? Certainly not from 
the native, fori have tried her and she has no 
merit tospare. Thenif all the virtue descends 
from the Jersey, and the grade can never have or 
inherit full Jersey blood, how can it equal its 
best ancestor? The dairy interest depends upon 
the Jersey and her blood, whether we mean for 
butter or milk, and on this tine it 
may interest some to read the following facts 
taken from report of tests made at the Ontario ex: 
perimental farm. 

The tests were weekly and continued seven 
months. There were a variety of cows tested, but 
we will only mention a few with which the readers 
may be familiar: 

The Holstein milk contained 11. 9 r cent 
cream, 10 9 per cent cheese curd; it requ over 
44 pounds of Holstein milk to make a pound of 
butter, more than five gallons. The Ayrshire 
miik contained 16. 9 per cent cream. 12. 9 per caat 
cheese curd. The Ontario grade milk contained 
9 5 percent cream, 12 2 per cent cheese curd 
The Jersey milk contained 19. 9 per cent cream 
and 15, 6 per cent cheese curd. It required slight- 
ly over 19 pounds Jersey milk to make a pound of 
butter. Buttbe mostsingular part is the Jersey 
‘eading, in both butter and cheese, the famous 
cows And at the rame timeand place the chem 
ica} enalysis of the milk of above, and the milk of 
eigbt other kinds, reyealed the fact 
that the Jersey leads in amount of total 
cigestiblesolids contained in milk. The Jersey 
milk had the most cream for making butter or to 
coustitute the carbo-bydrates in the animal econ- 
omy if drapk, and likewise‘he greatest quantity 
of carene to be made into cheese or to yield the 
albuminoids, the blood, muscle bene, etc , etc 

In short the Jersey has gone to the tov. Her 
milk is the best for the rich and poor, and there 
can be mcre nutritive food made out of her than 
any other cow for the same invest aent. True. 
Jerseys were bigher last year, but the prices were 
then speculative. In 1865 and 1870, before the 
rcom, a goed cow was worth from. $250 to $390, 
and they wili always be while food products are 
in cemand.

Saw Francisco, Cal.; November 3.—About 
two years since there arrived in the city of 
Sen Luis Obispo, Cal., a stranger, whose ap- 
pearance indicated a severe and prolonged 
struggle with the fickle goddess.
